653—11.34(147,148,150) Licensure denied—appeal procedure. An applicant who has been
denied licensure by the board may appeal the denial and request a hearing on the issues related
to the licensure denial by serving a notice of the appeal and request for hearing upon the executive
director not more than 30 days following the date of the mailing of the notification of licen-
sure denial to the applicant or, not more than 30 days following the date upon which the
applicant was served notice if notification was made in the manner of service of an original
notice. The request for hearing as outlined herein shall specifically delineate the facts to be
contested and determined at the hearing.

653—11.35(147,148,150) Licensure denied—hearing. If an applicant who has been denied
licensure by the board appeals the licensure denial and requests a hearing pursuant to
11.34(147,148,150), the hearing and subsequent procedures shall be pursuant to the process
outlined in 653—subrules 12.50(13) to 12.50(32) inclusive.
